“ HE problem of “Psychiatry and Re- 
ligion” is very much in vogue right now. It 
is one of the most hotly debated subjects. 
Not a month passes without a book being 
published on the question; you have only to 
look at the publishers’ lists to convince your- 
self of this. In addition, there are novels, 
movies and plays dealing with it. Among the 
latter I just mention, as examples, T. S. 
Eliot’s “The Cocktail Party” and Graham 


. Greene’s “The Living Room.” 


There is no immediate reason to see why 
one should oppose the world of faith to the 
world of médical psychology, and why one 
should make so much fuss about it. In fact, 
it would be a good thing to ask people what 
exactly they mean when they confront these 
things. If, for example, you mean by “re- 
ligion,” as a great number of people do, to 
“follow the golden rule,” for instance, and 
by “psychiatry” a branch of medicine which 
occupies itself with the care for the insane 
in specially designated hospitals — then the 
question does not make any sense at all. 

The “nice fellow” theory of religion and 


the mental hospital concept of psychiatry 
could have gone on for ages without getting 


into conflict with one another. There is: no * 


problem. But just change your definitions 
and you discover right away a lot of dyna- 
mite. , 

Present-day psychiatry is no longer 
confined to mental hospitals. It has, for many 
reasons which I cannot give here in detail, 
gone into the ‘conflicts and anxieties of 
everyday life, and into the world of love 
and hatred, which unites or separates human 
beings. Its most significant tool is psycho- 
therapy, Le. a purely: psychological method 
of treatment, in which physician meets pati- 
ent without those. chemical or physical 
means which we commonly associate with 
medicine. ‘ 

And religion is to a great number of 
people not just some vague desire to be a 
“nice fellow” but a definite set of truths 
about the nature of man. According to this 
belief you cannot say anything really basic 
about the nature of Man unless you talk of 
him in terms of origin and destiny. Once you 


& 


go this far you cannot really talk about 
Man without bringing God into it, namely, 
in specific terms of creation and salvation. 


Now we see much better how the topic 
of “religion and psychiatry” could have be- 
come so fashionable. You cannot be con- 
fronted with the anxiety and with the love 
and hatred of human beings without ever 
giving a thought to the nature of Man. And 
you cannot have a definite set of beliefs 
about the origin and destiny of Man without 
being haunted by the mystery of human 
anxiety. 


After this glimpse of the battlefield let 
us now study the conflict with a few close- 
up views. The first thing we observe is that 
there are in this controversy many fallacies 
involved. One can say this about both sides 
with remarkable impartiality. 


Let us first look at some of the fallacies. 


commonly encountered among religious 
people. A considerable number of clergymen 
of all faiths have recently dealt with psy- 
chiatry, in sermons and lectures, books and 
pamphlets. The most frequently encountered 
fallacy reads about as follows: “If there 
only were more faith in the world, people 
would not be nearly as neurotic as they are.” 
Now, first of all, this is an over-simplifica- 
tion. For example, I can show you a number 
of atheists who are what one commonly calls 
happy people and have never known a 
sleepless night; on. the other hand there are 
many good, even saintly people, in fact even 
some of our great mystics who are haunted 
by terrible states of anxiety and melancholia, 


You see, that formula does not work, 
or, as it stands, it is too simple. But it is 
also morally wrong. There is a touch of 
Phariseeism in it. When a man says: “These 
people are all neurotic because they lack 
faith” the implication is: “Thank God, that 
you have not made me like one of these, I 
have faith.” 


In other words, the person who says: 
“People should believe more; then they 
would not succumb to neurotic suffering”’ is 
in danger of passing moral judgment on his 
fellowmen, very (Continued on page 14)

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In Marriage 
CHILD REARING: A BATTLE OF THE SEXES 
_ JOHN J. KANE | 


HILDREN, the living sym- 
bol of marital fulfillment, are also 
the not infrequent occasion of 
marital quarrels, for contempor- 
ary child rearing techniques not 
only vary, sometimes they conflict 
with each other. On one side are 
the traditionalists who generally 
advocate strictness: strict toilet 
training, rigid feeding schedules 
and occasional physical punish- 
ment. On the other side are the in- 
novationists who are overly per- 
missive about toilet training, feed- 
ing habits and rigorously opposed 
to physical punishment. 

The anxious parent who turns 
to “scientific” books on child rear- 
ing is horror stricken when .he 
learns what many psycho-analysts 
have to say about the traditional 
school. Children reared in it are 
supposed to become misfits, neu- 
rotics and insecure. On the other 
hand, some psychiatrists. claim 
that the overindulgent parent is 
responsible for neurotics, alcohol- 
ics and similar pathological condi- 
tions. 

Read enough books on ¢hild 
rearing and regardless of how the 
child turns out, you, the parent, 
may become a neurotic yourself, 
torn to pieces by conflicting state- 
ments in the books. 
parents finish digesting some psy- 
chiatric advice on child rearing 
they don’t know whether to spank 
the child or smack the psycia- 
trist. If parents belong to different 
schools of child rearing, they soon 
find they are like boxers in op- 
posite corners of a ring. 


Strict or Indulgent 


The second source of family bat- 
tles over child rearing stems from 
sex differences both in parents 
and children. Fathers tend to be 
much stricter with their sons and 
more indulgent with their daugh- 
ters. Mothers’ usually behave in 
just the opposite fashion. If daddy 
laughs at his girl’s. misdemeanors, 
mother gets angrier with the 
daughter and angry with the fath- 
er. When mother too warmly com- 
forts Johnny after a_ paternal 
spanking, father feels like a heel 
and resolves to give up disciplin- 
ing entirely. When mother up- 


accuses mother of being inconsist- 
ent. 

But fathers and mothers, like 
all other human beings, are not 
consistently consistent. Real 
trouble can start when father in 
a relaxed mood decides to relax 
discipline and mother in a tense 
mood determines to exact discl- 
pline. While mother and daddy are 
fighting about. how to rear chil- 
dren, the child may be receiving 
an object lesson in how he 
shouldn’t be reared. The first 
thing parents must learn about 
child rearing is not to fight about 
it. They must realize at the outset 
that there is no one way to rear 
a child. 

Each youngster is unique. What 
provides security for Jimmy may 
give Tommy the jitters. Praise 
may motivate Mary and punish- 
ment deter Sally. It depends on 
the individual child and the great- 
est challenge to successful parent- 
hood is to understand the individ- 
ual child and the particular meth- 
ods to which he responds best. 

This is a gadget culture and 
some parental quarrels over child 
rearing are the inevitable result 
of it. Today we are accustomed to 
flick a switch when we want light, 
ta twistga key to start an automo- 
bile, to turn a dial for a televi- 
sion show. Somehow the impres- 


sion exists that we ought to be) 


able to do the same in child rear- 
ing. Hence we become enamoured 
of child rearing techniques which 
seem to promise just that for us. 

To begin with there are fads 
and fashions in child rearing just 
as in women’s clothes. The strict 
school of child rearing was the 
peak of fashion in the twenties, 
while the permissive school was 
in vogue in the nineties and to- 
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/necessarily mean physical punish-|

day. Careful studies over a period 
of five years of children reared 
in both schools promise to explode 
some psycho-analytic claims. _ 
Personality differences in chil- 
dren reared in different schools 
were just about nil.

If a. child is 
reared in a home where he is 
wanted, loved and given affection, 
it doesn’t make any difference if 
he is bottle-fed or breast-fed, tol- 
let trained rigidly or permissively. 
Values are much more important 
in child rearing than techniques. 


Bishops’ Statement 


One of the best pieces of litera- | 
ture on child rearing is the an- 
nual statement of the American 
bishops in 1950: The Child: A Citi- 
zen of Two Worlds. The emphasis 
here was entirely on values, not 
techniques. The bishops pointed | 
out that the child needed a sense | 
of direction, a sense of mission 
and a sense of God. Parents must 
first agree on values which they 
wish to transmit to their children. 
When you know where you want| 
to go, it is much easier to map the | 
course.

We shall here 
deal with the normal, ordinary parish, if there 
is such a thing. 


My first observation is that a modern par- 
ish must be more realistic than we like to be 
An example is the figures given for the size 
of the Church which makes the assumption 
that 45 million Frenchmen are Catholics and 
40 million Germans are Protestants. Neither 
figure will stand close scrutiny, yet we aug- 
ment our figures year after year and some of 
us even use them to “prove” something. Statis- 
tics are needed, but I haven’t met a pastor yet 
who trusted his own census. I could almost 
bet that in my own parish there is a hidden 
underground of 10 to 20% more Catholics 
than my files show. They are hiding and want 
to remain in hiding. 


It is to them that we should address our 
“inquiry class over the air” which, I think, is 
preferable to street preaching; as it reaches 
further, avoids the vicissitudes of the street 
corner meeting and gives greater dignity—to 
the program, one aspect our methods should 
always keep in mind. 


Excessive numbers of organization, corpor- 
ate Communions and convent schools away from 
home would be up for discussion if I were 
asked: where a modern parish needs readjust- 
ment. Certainly such parish organizations as 
have no purpose to meet the problems, the 
real and true problems of this age, should not 
be artificially revived or animated: In a rough 
way I would say that the Confraternity, the 
Christian Family. Movement, the St. Vincent 
de Paul men (doing the spiritual side of their 
program as forcefully as helping the poor, of 
course), a youth group (above school), and the 
school age organizations that are helpful are 
about all a modern parish can bear in order 
not to lose sight of the woods for the trees! 
Anything remotely “fissioning” the family, es- 
pecially unnecessary Church organizations 
(even if only symbolically), should be avoided. 


One organization that is outside the Church 
realm now, but that creates’ solidarity and help 
is the credit union. From my own experience 
in time of continued prosperity, I. would ‘say 
that a parish without it, offering remedies of 
symptoms without going to the roots of the 
evils, simply has not understood the spiritual 
and moral implications of this organization of 
fraternal help without offense to a man’s dig- 
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an enticement er to work out

' influence of Deweyism, secularism and asso- 


ciation of boys and girls with no or few firm 
principles, reasoned and tried.” 

Great. importance belongs to the specialized 
and general forms of Catholic Action, but God 
help us from rigid patterns. What works per- 
fectly in, let us say, suburban New York, does 
not have to be copied in Last Gulch, Wyoming. 
Nor do I agree that the devotional pattern of 
one place is the infallible model of unfail- 
ingly successful lay apostolate in another. 

Does every parish have to look exactly like: 
the other? If there is one thing more deaden- 
ing than centralized political or business con- 
trol, it is ecclesiastical centralism. Canon Law 
and Rome’s moderation show the way! Exag- 
gerated uniformism stifles growth and _ initi- 
ative and makes the flock unfit to distinguish 
essentials from peripheral matters. 

Thus a modern parish will wisely, steadily 
and resolutely change. Dialog Mass will have 
to take the place of the one so aptly described 
by Pius XI as one consisting of “mute and 
silent” spectators. High Mass has to become an 
affair of the parish, not one between the 
priest and the choir. The silent and mute 
specators and listeners will not only acquire 
an attitude of complete reliance on “Father,” 
but they will never learn that they, the lay 
people, belong together before the altar of 
God and not only in defiant gestures of protest 
in stadiums and on parades. 

The mass demonstration for and against 
never had better managers than in Nurnberg, 
Moscow and Pekin. They belong to the’ mass 
and mob age. If we have to conform to this 
scheme of things in the days of mass action, 
let us do so effectively but sparingly, but don’t 
let us sacrifice to atomic human piles what be- 
longs to spiritual organisms like the parish and 
family.

Now let us take another ex- 
ample. A man suffers from de- 
pressions, i.e. from attacks of des- 
pondency, sadness and despair 
which may bring him even in 
danger of suicide. Again it would 
be quite false to “take the religi- 
ous line,” and. to tell him that if 
he only had more faith he would 
not succumb to these moods. Such 
an approach would be not only 
false but even dangerous. Because 
most of our depressed . patients 
have already a tendency to re- 
proach themselves, to suffer from 
morbid guilt feelings no matter 
how blameless their lives may 
have been. By telling them that a 
stronger faith would help them 
one achieves only one thing: to 
make them feel more guilty. 

A Step Further 

Let us go one step further. A 
man is overcome by irrational 
fears. Certain life situations, en- 
tirely harmless in themselves, in- 
duce in him a_ state of panic. He 
may become afraid of closed-in 
spaces, or of ‘open spaces, or -of 
crowds, etc. The patient knows 
perfectly well that his anxiety is 


irrational but there is something) 


stronger than his reason and that 
mysterious thing fills him with 
fear in the most innocuous. life 


- gituations. 


Contrary to the case of acute 
insanity which I mentioned in the 
beginning, in the last two in- 
stances lay people are much: more 
reluctant to take the  patient’s 
problem as a purely medical one, 
without any moral implications. 
There is a simple reason for this. 
The ‘insane girl whom I mentioned 
has lost all contact with the world 
of reality in which you and.I 
live. The depressed or the anxious 
individuals are to a large extent 
in contact .with reality. And _ be- 
cause they live in the same real- 
ity as you and-I, we are reluctant 
to admit that they cannot .use 
their reason and their will-power. 

It is surprising how often you 
hear people remark behind the 
back of a patient suffering from 
neurotic anxieties or 
mood disturbances: “If he only 
eeyee himself together — Surely 

e could help it.” Surprisingly of- 
ten the patient is directly advised: 
“Pull yourself together!” Nobody 
would ever think that an abscess 
of the gall-bladder can be treated 
by pulling oneself together, but 
not many peoplé are prepared to 
look at nervous anxiety states 
with the same attitude as they 
would at an abscess of the gall- 
bladder. 

Many religious people use _ to- 
wards our neurotic patient a kind 
of spiritual approach of “pull- 
yourself-together.” In this way 
many things which are of the nat- 
ural order are treated as if they 
were of the spiritual and moral 
order. Thus, whenever ‘a clergy- 
man makes a statement that we 
would need much less _psychia- 
trists if there were more faith in 
the world, the chances are that 
he has succumbed to a fallacy 
quite similar to the ~ 
self-together” treatment. By this 
attitude religion becomes a sort 
of mental band-aid which must

I am unable to go into this prob- 
lem within the framework of. an 
article such as the present one. 
However, one thing I should like 
to mention even here, namely the 
fact that many of these young 
people have had enough religious 
instruction, on the level of the 
spoken word, but frequently a lot 
was missing on a much deeper 
unspoken level, namely in the love 
of those around them. Moreover, 
the marvellous success. which 
people like Don Bosco, Don Ori- 
one, Father Flanagan have had 
with delinquents and rebellious 
youngsters was not achieved by 
‘verbal instruction but by a basic 
attitude of charity and patience. 
One element which fills many 
religious people with prejudice} 
and distrust towards psychiatry 1s 
the theory and practice of psycho- 
analysis and everything connect- 
ed with it. Now as far as psycho- 
analysis is concerned we must 
make a clear distinction between 
its strictly medical part on one 
‘hand and the philosophy of its 
‘founder, Freud, on the other. As 
‘many of you undoubtedly know, 
the strictly scientific aspect of 
psychoanalysis can be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 
' The irrational symptoms of our 
patients can be explained on the 
assumption that many of our most 
|powerful experiences, particularly 
'those of early childhood, go on 
\living in a hidden part of the 
‘human mind, the unconscious. The 
neurotic patient-can be helped 


-only if we understand that the ex- 
plosive material stored in man’s 
-unconscious is by no means dead 
-and forgotten but breaks through 


‘into our conscious wakeful life

This theory, whether it be cor-| 
rect. or not, has no bearing on the)

sophical writings, however, are | 
purely atheistic and anti-religious. | 


| However, it is not difficult to ab-) 


stract Freud’s philosophy from| 
the purely medical aspect of his) 
work. 

Fallacy Of Psychiatrists 

This brings us to the fallacy of 
psychiatrists. There is no doubt 
that quite a few psychiatrists have 
an anti-religious bias: But in that 
‘respect they do not differ from 
‘other people. The general positiv- 
istic atmosphere of our time, that 
is to say the belief that science 
‘is the only fountain of truth and 
that revelation is bunk, has _ per- 
'vaded large sectors of our culture, 
| and there is no reason why. psy- 
chiatrists should be immune’ to 
this. 

Those’ psychiatrists and social 
psychologists who are suspicious 
of religion (except for the “nice 
fellow” variety) have one parti- 
cular grudge. They see in their 
work a_ lot of neurotic anxiety 


going back right to childhood. 
From this they conclude that 
there must be something terribly 
wrong about religion to be able

Orn a recent trip to Mexico 
my family and I were astounded 
by the churches of this south- 
western country. Although most 
of the towns from the border on 
down to Mexico City are nothing 
more than poor, shabby adobe 
huts, badly in need of repair and 
paint, in all of them you can see 
a church. 

I am not speaking now of the 
beautiful Cathedral in Guadala-| 
jara or the splendor of the Basil-| 
ica and Shrine’ of Guadalupe. It} 
is of the towns of a dozen so-

shows His Agony and the places 
where the nails are embedded are 
not pretty to behold. There the 
Son of God hangs — not white 
and clean with a few drops of 
spattered blood — but realistic 
enough to give you some idea of 
what Jesus did for us. 

It was, after looking at these 
crucifixes and churches, that I 
finally understood why .these 
people who obviously live in 
poverty, have the faith that 
crowds these churches and keeps 
them going despite their living 
conditions.

RefugeeMovement 
Extension Period 


Has Little Effect

(Society of St. Columban) 


Saigon—(Radio, NC)—The two- 
month extension period for “free 
movement” of refugees which end- 
ed July 20 meant very little in 
practice. 

The Communist Vietminh allow- 
ed about 1,700 refugees to go 
South during the period while the 
Vietnamese government allowed 
1.800 to go North, according to a 
government spokesman. The latter 
number included some 600 planta: 
tion workers who had come trom 
the North several years ago. 

All these on each side had ap 
plied for departure permits before | 
the original deadline May 18. 

“We know of no refugee al- 
lowed to come South during the 
extension of time who had not 
applied for his permit before 

May 18,” an official of the In- 

ternational Control Commission

The persecution will be 
very intense, but it will last only 
a short time.” 

Twenty years ago, these words 
seemed incomprehensible. Today, 
however, they have taken on a sor- 
rowful reality. However, in wit- 
nessing the fulfillment of the pro- 
phecy, the Catholics of Argentina 
have felt a new and widespread 
resurgence of the faith within their 
ranks.

Judge Wants 
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‘All Parties 


In Court In Adoption Case 


Boston —(NC)— Six new péti- 
tions in behalf of a Jewish couple 
attempting to legally adopt a four- 
year-old Catholic girl were filed in 
Norfolk County Probate Court, but 
Judge James F. Reynolds announc- 
ed he would hear no further mo- 
tions in the case until “all parties 
are before the court.” 

The couple, Mr. and Mrs. Melvin 
B. Ellis of Brookline, with the 
girl, Hildy McCoy, have been miss- 
ing for several weeks. Massachu- 
setts law enforcement officers have 
been seeking them to enforce pre- 
vious orders of the court in the 


long drawn-out case. The Ellises | 


have been ordered to surrender 
the girl, who has lived with them 
since she was, 10 days old, but 
have declined to do so. Habeas 
corpus and contempt of court pro- 
ceedings have been instituted 
against the Ellises. 

Judge Reynolds announced that 
until the previous court orders are 
settled, he would entertain no fur- 
ther pleas in the case. 


The girl’s mother, at the time 
of her birth an unwed nurse, 
said that, under pressure of her 
own mother and her physician, 
she agreed to let the — Ellises 
have the child. Shortly after- 
wards she learned the _ Ellises 
were not Catholics and institut- 
ed court proceedings to revoke 
the custody consent. The case 
has been fought for several

It is expected that the “new 
evidence” will dispute the claim of 
the girl’s mother that she did not 
know the Ellises were non-Cath- 
olics when she gave up the baby. 


JOHN F. McAULIFFE, counse! 
for the girl’s mother, was unper- 
turbed by the “new evidence” and 
said the allegations “would still 
have no bearing on the case.” 

The child’s mother, now mar- 
ried, has stated that she intends 
to place the girl in a Catholic 
foster home. 

Judge Reynolds, who is a non 
Catholic, disclosed that as a re- 


sult of the nation-wide publicity | 


of the case, he has received “a
